Not only are school grades likely 
tu suffer, but the child’s nervous 
and physical condition can be af- 
fected. Whether we realize it or 
not, the radio, laughter, Santen 
tion, singing. any and all of th 
constitute disturbances that ae 
almost insurmountable for the 
average child when he has school 
work to do.” 

Fathers and mothers should co- 
operate with the child, Dr. Fraser 
feels, and see to it that a quiet 
hour is strictly and regularly en- 
forced. Let it begin about a half 
an hour. after the evening meal, 
after the dishes and other house- 
hold tasks are out of the way, 
and then for the space of one 
hour the radio should be quiet. 
there should be no conversation 
between members of the family. 
no singing or piano playing, no 
noise of any kind that the family 
can avoid. Under such conditions 
the child will be able to concen- 
trate on his sehoolwork and get 
the greatest benefit fram the time 
spent on his books. 

“Strangely enough,” Dr. Fraser 
added, “in families where the 
quiet Hour is put into effect, the 
adults are usually the ones who 
derive the most actual satisfac- 
tien fram it.
